Therefore the president should 
be authorized to terminate the hostili- 
ties, secure peace and establish a sta- 
ble government, and to use the military 
and naval forces of the United States 
to accomplish these results; and food 
supplies should also* be furnished by 
the United States." 


Mr. Johnson (Rep., Ind.)—I do not

Proper Opening; of Plain Scuts of an Ac» 


end Four Small Cards. 


VIII. 


Ono of tho most favored and most 


abused subjects of discussion in regard to 
tho original loads at whist is tho proper 
opening from a plain suit consisting of 
the ace and. four small curds. Somo au- 
thorities beliovo that tho fourth best is fcho 
correct card to lend irrespectively of tho 
rest of the hand. Others think that some- 
times the fourth best ami sometimes the 
eco is the most advantageous initiative, ac- 
cording to the trump and re-entry strength 
acompanying tho long suit. Still others 
consider the nco always the best opening. 
Such is the view of tho old fashioned "Cav- 
endish" long suiters. In the present stage 
of -whist development, opinions being 
widely different and none altogether sta- 
ble, any player is always more or less in 
doubt whether ho should, lead, the ace or 
tbo fourth best from a given hand unless 
ho does one or the other thing invariably 
as a rule, without any regard whatever to 
tho general character of his cards. 


A few days ago I read a carefully studied 


article upon tho lead from the ace and 
four small. The writer was one of the 
foremost exponents of tho routine, long 
suit game. He laid down a series of rules 
—perhaps he would consider them princl 
pies—and when bo had got through ho 
had really left his renders to exercise their 
own sweet discretion. 


The modern "common Bense" authori- 


ties leave their disciples in no such a con- 
dition of perplexity. 
They declare that a 


plain suit, consisting of the ace mid four' 
other cards, not including the king, is a 
bad suit to open anyhow, and it should, be 
avoided if possible. It is a maxim, "Don't 
open a suit of ace and four Email if you 
can help it." 


And what is the alternative? A short 


suiter replies: "If your long suit is suffi- 
ciently backed by trump nnd re-entry 
strength, lead trumps. If not, lead, a sup- 
porting onrd from a short suit if you can. 
If you have neither the courage to lead 
trumps nor the short suit supporting card, 
let go the ace of your five card suit and 
'run.' '

Sumo of thorn open such a suit 


vith tho king or queen, according to num- 
ber, and others start with a small card. 
They aro chary, too, and aro becoming 
jjoro and more chiiry everyday, about tho 
opening of tonaco suits. No such worry 
and anxiety with regard to the outcome 
attend tho practice of tho short suiter. 
Unless he feels the n fc ssity of running 
for his dear life with * J king-queen or 
tenaco suit lie does not touch it, but if ho 
lias not strength enough to lead trumps 
he starts a weak suit and waits for an ad- 
vantageous development of his strong one. 
I havo no patience for those writers who 
recognize that such nnd such a plain suit 
combination is a. dangerous one to open in 
any manner, but who still discourse pro- 
lixly and indelinitoly upon the advantages 
of this manner or the other. 
Why open 


such a combination at all, except in the 
last extremity? The common sense player 
does not. 
Tho gordian knot—ho knows

exception, and it is rnrcly met. If togeth- 
er with your long suit you have four 
trumps exactly and no means of re-entry 
in another plain suit, you may take the 
chnnce of leading the lowest card of your 
long suit as an "invitation," but you 
Bhould .never take this rhnnco unless tho 
long suit is n good one, having a high 
card or two next to the ace. Thon you are 
gambling on the possibility of a great 
gamo. 


It is a matter of luck, after all. If yon 


lead tho ace first and then a small one, by 
giving up the command of the suit at the 
start you may loso all opportunity o" 
bringing it in aftorwnrd. If you open thi 
suit with a small card, there is a danger 
ous probability of "carrying homo" you 
ace. 
I huvc had a great deal to say abou 


luck at duplicate whist, and I think thi 
element enters perhaps more largely into 
the ace or fourth best question than into 
any other single disputed point of the 
openings. 
Perhaps I am biased by my 


own experience. It generally happens 
with me that if I lend the small curd I 
wish I hadn't, because my aco goes to 
seed, and if 1 lead tho aco I'm sorry, be- 
cause my sniiill cards unnecessarily fatten 
the adversaries later. 
Perhaps, I say, I 


am biitscii !>y experience. Such, however, 
my experience really is, and I have as 
much reason to make it a guide to princi- 
ples of play as tho Minneapolis players, for 
instance, have to adopt tho fourth best 
load because they have had good luck with 
it or us the pupils of Bouvu have to lead 
the ace almost invariably because chat 
practice hus gained tricks for them.
